WASHINGTON — (A P) — A 
w eather bureau official came up 
w ith some heartening words today 
for m idw estern farm ers who fear 
a real drouth next y ear as an “in­ 
evitable” sequel to several good 
grow ing seasons. 
D isturbed by the autum n dry 
H pell west of the Mississippi, es­ 
pecially in w inter w heat areas, 
some farm experts have raised the 
spector of the “dust bowl” of the 
19 30s and have talked of cy cles 
of wet and dry w eather. 
Robert F. Dale, w eather bureau 
specialist, told a reporter, how­ 
ever, that farm ers’ chances of hav­ 
ing good rains next y ear are bet­ 
ter than 50-50. 
I .aw of Averages. 
At the same tim e, he w arned 
th a t such grain-producing states 
as Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas and 
the Dakotas cannot go on indefi­ 
nitely 
experjenciru 
favw able 
w eather. Sooner*"of later, h esalH , 
the law of averages w ill catch up 
w ith them. 
Dale said that while the bu­ 
reau’s clim atologists still had an 
open m ind on the subject, they 
did not y et believe in wet and 
dry cy cles.

LAKE SUCCESS— (AP)-=-T h e 
Soviet bloc announced today it 
would boy cott a United Nations 
commission created to supervise 
general elections in Korea next 
spring under Secretary of State 
M arshall’s plan for Korean inde­ 
pendence. 
Despite the announced boy cott, 
th e 57 -nation political com m ittee 
of the United Nations assembly 
voted 46 to 0, with four absten­ 
tions, in favor of the U. S. plan. 
JThe Soviet bloc refused to take 
"part in the vote even to the extent 
of recording an abstention. 
The Soviet boy cott declaration 
w as made by D m itri Z. M anuil- 
sky , 
foreign 
m inister 
of 
the 
Ukraine, after U. S. Delegate John 
Foster Dulles nom inated that So­ 
viet republic as a mem ber of the 
commission for Korea. 
The nam e of the U kraine was 
included, however, in the m em ­ 
bership 6f the commission along 
w ith A ustralia, Canada, China, El 
Salvador, France, India, The Phil­ 
ippines and Sy ria. Both the U nit­ 
ed States and Russia w ere omitted 
from mem bership.

Accompany ing the petition was 
an application for leave to file the 
petition in the state’s high tri­ 
bunal for direct action since all 
parties involved are state agen­ 
cies. 
No action on the part of the 
court is anticipated until the reply 
briefs of the defendants have been 
filed wtih the court. 
When the 
court accepted the filing, it auto­ 
m atically signified it will hear the 
case.

Dan Moser, farm er living south of Hickman, was aw arded the 
president’s m edal of the National Safety Council at a meeting of 
the N ebraska U tility Safety conference held at the Cornhusker 
hotel W ednesday . 
Mr. Moser Is one of only 1,422 individuals in 
the entire nation who have received the aw ard w'hich is granted 
in recognition of saving a life through the application of artificial 
respiration. Forty -one bars have also been awarded which repre­ 
sent repetition of life saving by holders of the aw ard. 
The aw ard was bestowed upon Mr. Moser by the Ni tional 
Safety Council in recognition of his efforts to save the life of Roy 
D. W alker, linem an of Consumers Public Pow'er District, who suf­ 
fered electrical contact injuries January 5, 19 47, while working 
on an electric line near Moser’s farm . 
Mr. W alker was knocked 
from the pole on which he was working, unconscious. 
Artificial 
respiration, applied by Mr. Moser, w'ho rushed to the scene of the 
accident, revived Mr. W alker. How'cver, the iiurns resulting from 
electrical contact w ere so severe that Mr. \4|ilker died two day s 
later. 
Mr. Moser i.s one of the few Nebraskans who have received 
the president’s medal. 
Two others have been aw arded recently , 
one to Al Gausm an, superintendent of Consumers Public Power 
D istrict at Ravenna, and one to Charles Spam, plant operator of 
Consumers District at V’slentine.

WASHINGTON—(AP) — Gov­ 
ernment grain ex perts predict to­ 
day that live« itr>rk farmers will 
ave at lea"« ! 7.a,000,000 bushels of 
wheat — or three-fourths of the 
100,000.000-bushcl food conserva­ 
tion target. 
Brewers, distillers, bakers and 
public eating plarc.s have prom- 
i.sed the citizens P>od rommitiee 
to cut down by 25,000.000 bushels 
or more to help meet the admin- 
i.stration’s grain ex port goal. 
Six weeks ago agriculture de- 
p.'*rtment 
authorities 
estimated 
livestock farmers would feed at 
least .150,000,000 bushels of whr;it 
this crop year because of the short 
corn crop. 
Last year they fed 
about 
185,000,000 
bushels 
of 
wheat. 
Estimate Revised. 
TTiese department offiriids now

Reports from the field Indicate 
that many farmers who own both 
wheat and livestock f c l that the 
grain Is too high in price to fecfl 
to animals, particularly in case of 
animals which will not be ready 
for market for several months.

Majewski said that no nation 
can fully develop if its resources 
are “bottled up” by bureaucracies, 
.'Hiding that bureaucrats have nev­ 
er discovered any resources. He 
asserted this is what troubles Joe 
Stalin in the mid-east. 
“If we are going to continue 
to have free enterprise in America, 
we are all going to take a part in 
it,” he declared.

Shortage of engineers continues 
to delay the preparation of plans 
for stale highway and bridge pro­ 
jects, according to W ardner Scott, i 
state engineer. 
j 
He said that during November 
1 9 4 6 only 9 6 senior and associate 
engineers were in the employ of 
the departm ent of roads and ir­ 
rigation, 
which 
is considerably 
below the number of the same 
grade before the war. On Novem­ 
ber 1, this year, the num ber had 
dropped to 88 employes. 
“The severe damage Incurred 
by the highway system as a result 
of the June floods made a tre­ 
mendous 
amount 
of 
additional 
work for the design engineers and 
the shortage of trained engineering 
personnel is delaying the comple­ 
tion of plans for this work,” Scott 
said. 
He ex plained that the return to 
school of 60 junior engineers was 
a severe handicap to the continu­ 


ing operation of the department. 
Some replacements for these 60 
men have been secured but many 
more are needed who are in­ 
terested in field engineering under 
an ex perienced engineer. In many 
instances, the benefits of veteran 
on-the-job training may be ob- 
uined.
